N o so o ner had he po kea 
his no se into the do o rway than he 
was acco sted by a daughter o f Liz­ 
zie 
Emerso n, 
a 
negress, 
who 
charged that he was there to act as 
a spy upo n herself and her lo ver, 
W ill V aughn, who acts as a po rter 
at Bente & W ilso n’s o ffice. 
V est denied that he was there 
fo r any such purpo se, and then 
vo lunteered the info rmatio n that 
w hatever the 
girl and V aughn 
m ight do was a m atter o f small 
co ncern to him. 
It was then, acco rding to Vest, 
th at “ I n k,” who was full o f bad 
bo o ze, rushed upo n the scene, and 
demanded that he be given per­ 
missio n to get at the elo ngated 
H aw kshaw , at the same time pre­ 
paring to shed his co at. 
“ Let him co me,” yelled W itch 
er, and so saying he drew fro m his 
hip po cket an ugly lo o king 38-cal­ 
ibre revo lver, which he leveled at 
“ I n k.”
